WILSON’S ADVOCACY OF MEAS.-

ATLANTA (Ga.) July 24.—The 
Susan B. Anthony suffrage amend- 
ment was defeated overwhelmingly 
in both houses of the General As- 
sembly, Following a fight that has 
occupied about two-thirds of the en- 
tire time since, the session opened, 
the Senate finally brought the ques- 
tion to a vote at the morning ses- 


and 9 against refusing 'to ratify the 
amendment. 

The House took the bill up at the 
opening of the Thursday morning | 
session and disposed of it in short 
order, only fourteen hours being 
consumed in the discussion. The 
final vote on the bill, with the 


amendment proposed by t the com- 
mittee against ratification,. was 118 
to 20, while the vote on the adop- 
tion of the committee amendment 
was 126 to 34. 

The Senate not only defeated the 
bid, but voted down an effort to 
have the question submitted to a 
vote of the people at the next White 
primary by a vote of 36 to 12. Sen- 
ator Ragedale declared that if the 
bill passed “it would mean that the 
American race would be degraded 
and wiped off the face of the earth 
when the women put on pants and 
entered politics.” 

The Legislature acted in opposi- 
tiom’to President Wilson, who sent a 
telegram urging ratification of the 
amendment for the sake of “ex- 
pediency” and also sent William 
Harris, the junior United States 
Senator from Georgia, to Atlanta 
to lobby for ratification or to see 
that the Legislature did not act 
at all. 

President Wilson's course an- 
gered the legislators and he was 
time and again denounced as a 
“meddier” during the debate. Sen- 
ator Harris was also denounced, be- 
ing descrihed as a man who had 
gone to the Senate by virtue of Wil- 
son's indogsement when Georgia 
was raging with the war fever. So

CHIHUAHUA CITY (Mex.) July 22 (by mail.)—All real estate and 
other town property of Enrique Creel, former Governor of Chihuahua, and 
Ambassador to Washington, have heen returned to him by the Federal 
government, it was announced here today.

Both Creel and Gen. Terrazas are living in Los Angeles. 


“In those States Whose constitu-

If, dur- 
ing that time the people petition for 
a referendum the act, bill or resolu- 
tion, is entirely suspended until the 
people have voted either in favor of! 
or against the proposition. The right 
of referendum exists in fifteen 
States. In Oregon and Colorado the 
courts have held that t right of 
referendum does not apply a reso- 
lution passed by the Legislature rati- 
fying a Costotutional amendment. On 
the other hand, in Washington and 
Qhio the Suprem ecourts have de- 
cided that the referendum does 
apply to such a resolution. There is 
thus a square conflict between the 
State courts. An attempt will be 
made to review in the Supreme Court 
the adverse decisions. 

ELECTIONS DECIDE ISSUES. 

“Petitions for a referendum have 


already been filed in seven of the 
feferendum States, and in the others 
the petitions are being circulated for 
signatures of voters and when the 
requisite number of such signatures 
have been secured, the petitions will 
be presented to the proper officials. 
In all of the referendum States the 
law requires that the petition for 
a referendum shall be signed by a 
certain percentage of the voters, 
usually 5 or 6 per cent. After the 
referendum petitions have been filed, 
either general or specail. elections 
must be held at which the proposi- 
tion contained in the referendum 
must be voted on,

SAN FRANCISCO, July 24.—Or- 
ders increasing the minimum wage 
of 15,000 factory women and minors 
and several thousand other women 
and minors in fresh and dried fruit 
packing establishments from $10 to 
$13.50 a week for experienced work- 
ers, were made public by the State 
Industrial Welfare Commission here 
today. 

If employed on their regular day 
of rest, the workers must be paid 
overtime, the commission ordered. 
Heretofore the overtime was not 
compulsory. 

Adult female apprentices must re- 
ceive a wage of $10 a week for the 
first three months, $128 for the next 
three months, and $13.50 thereafter. 
Minor apprentices must be started on 
$8, receiving $10.60 at the end of 
three months, 812 three months 
thereafter, and a final minimum of 
$13.50. The total number of fe- 
male apprentices {se not to exceed 
one-third of the ftétal number of 
female employ¢es. 

Women can Le worked at night 
only on permit from the commission. 
All home work is abatished when 
the woman or minor has done a full 
Gay's work in the plant. 

Piece work rates may be fixed by 
the individual establishment, pro- 
vided that such rates are not less 
than 28 cents an hour to experienced 
women.

OBJECT TO EXPORT. 
The report esserted that six 


months elapsed before any surplus 
stock Was declared, while “in the 
meantime the food was deteriorat- 
ing and becoming of less value, and 
the high cost of living continued.” 

The report also expressed “the 
subcommittee’s disfavor of a policy 
ef export” and recommended that 
“plans be devised by the Secretary 
of War, through the War Depart- 
ment, for the early disposition of all 
surplus food production on the do- 
mestic market.”’ 

“Inexcusable delay,” the 
declared, resulted in the spoiling of 
millions of pounds of hama and 
bacon, {t being asserted that “not- 
withstanding the authorization of 
eurplus by the Chief of Staff on No- 
vember 30, 1918, no action was tak- 
en with reference to .declaring a 
surplus until] May, 19198, six months 
after the declaration was author- 
ized.” 

Sales of army foodstuffs in the 
United States aggregate $12,000,000, 
said the report, adding that “a very 
large quantity of that sold was 
spoiled and unfit for the general] 
market—otherwise, it 
have been placed on sale.” 

CITIES CAN’T BUY. 

Attack on present plans for the 
sale of the surplus stocks also was 
contained in the report, which out- 
lined the plan as providing for sale 
only to municipalities which have 
ten days to make payment to the 
government and bear the tr or- 
tation cost from the nearest my 
warehouse. 

“This plan adopted by the fkov- 
ernment,” declared the report, “will 
not result in the sale of these prod- 
ucts to any great extent, for the 
reason that municipalities under 
their charter have no legal author- 
ity to purchase food products for 
sale. Many municipalities which 
have indicated @ desire to purchase 
this food for the benefit of their 
citizens have been met with the 
threat of injunction on the part of 
local dealers, which threat has been 
sufficient to prevent a purchase of 
the goods.”

WASHINGTON, July 24.-—Efforts 
to fix responsibility of superior offi- 
cers for the maltreatment of Amer- 
ican military prisoners in detention 
camps and jails in and near Paris 
will be made by a House war in- 
vestigating committee next week. 
Chairman Johnson announced to- 


night that former Sergt. Clarence 
Ball, serving a six months’ sentence 
at Fort Jay, N. Y., for mistreating 
prisoners while a camp guard, would 
appear before the committee Mon- 


“Beat the prisoners or be beaten 
yourself,” is the choice that Ball 
Says was given him by superior offi- 
cers, according to a letter written 
by Ball to Representative Dallinger, 
assachusetts, who turned it over 
to the committee. At prison farm 
No. 2, where Ball was an “assistant” 
of Lieut. “Hardboiled’’ Smith, who 
also is in prison for mistreatment of 
soldiers, Ball’s letter asserts that he 
and other guards did their “best not 
to misuse the prisoners, and it did 
not suit Smith.” 
“T admit that I hit prisoners,” 
wrote Ball, “but the orders came 
from higher than any sergeant.” 
Ball’s letter mentioned only Lieut. 
Smith, but the former sergeant said, 
“I could tell you a lot more if I 
could only talk with you.” 
FURTHER CHARGES. 
Further charges of cruelty to 
American soldiers in prisons in 
France were made in a letter pre- 
pented today by Senator Harding, 
Republican, of Ohio, and referred 
to the Senate Military Committee 
for consideration in connection with 
the bill of Senator Chamberlain, 
Democrat, of Oregon, proposing 
cancellation of all military sen- 
tences for offenses not felonies un- 
Ger the Federal statutes.

States whose constitutions give the 
right of referendum. As an illustra- 
tion, among the thirty-six States is 
Ohio. There the courts have held 
that the resolution ratifying the pro- 
hibition amendment is subject to ref- 
erendum, a petition for a referen- 
dum has been filed and an election 
thereon will be held next November. 

“If the people of Ohio do not con- 
cur in the act of their Legislature 
whi ratified the prohibition reso- 
lution then the State of Ohio is im- 
properly counted among the thirty- 
six States included in Secretary 
Polk’s proclamation. This same 
statement applies to about six other 
referendum States that are incluged 
in that proclamation. 

MAY DEFEAT RATIFICATION. 

“Up to date the Legislatures of 
forty-five States have ratified the 
eighteenth amendment. The Fed- 
eral Constitution requires that 
thirty-six States must ratify before 
the amendment can take effect. The 
States of Rhode Island, Connecticut 
and New Jersey have not ratified. 
If the people in ten of the referen- 
dum States that are included among 
the forty-five do not approve of the 
ratification resolutions of their 
respective Legislatures then only 
thirty-five States will have, in 
fact, ratified the amendment and 
the consequent result will be thas 
the amendment will not have re- 
ceived the ratification of the re- 
quisite three-fourths of all Legisia- 
tures of the States and therefore 
the amendment will not have been 
adopted. 
“In addition to the referendum 
reasons which may form the basis 
of an attack on the eighteenth 
amendment, it will be contested in 
the Supreme Court on constitutional 
grounds. These constitutional rea- 
sons are now being investigated and 
will be shortly put into a formal and 
final opinion. 


RHODE ISLAND CONTEST. 


“One contest on the constitution- 
al grounds wijJl undoubtedly be in- 
stituted in the United States 6u- 
preme Court by the State of Rhode 
Island under a resolution adoptet 
by its Legislature, directing its At- 
torney-General to begin such pro- 
ceedings. So also direct attacks 
upon the constitutionality of the 
amendment will be instituted by 
taxpayers, distillers and others, and 
these attacks will undoubtedly be 
made shortly before or after the 
State of Rhode Island has begun its 
suit. I think it safe to say the dif- 
ferent court proceedings attacking 
the prohibition amendment will be 
begun shortly after the United States 
Court convenes in Octo-

ing its access to the Aegean Sea. 

When President Wilson left Paris 
it was the intention of the United 
States to sign the Bulgarian treaty, 
but since the stirring up of the cam- 
paign in America against the United 
States mixing in European affairs 
any more than absolutely necessary 
it is believed the administration may 
decide to have nothing to do with 
the Balkan question and will only 
sign the Turkish treaty, if the Unit- 
ed States accepts the mandate over 
old Turkey. 

The biggest issue so far undecided 
is the Adriatic question, with Fiume 
and Dalmatia the principal prob- 
lems.

Restrictions Removed on All 
but the More Rabid. 


Means They do not Have to 
Report Monthly Now. 


Action is Taken on Order of 
the Attorney-General. 


Following out instructions re- 
ceived yesterday from Atty.-Gen. A. 
Mitchell Palmer regarding the fu- 
ture handling of alien enemies sent 
to Fort Douglas during the war pe- 
riod, the local Department of Jus- 
tice was yesterday ordered to re- 
move the restrictions heretofore im- 
posed on such aliens requiring them 
to make monthly reports to the 
United States Marshal.

WILLIAMS PAYS . 


MISS RAYMOND. 


Big Cash Settlement of Lost 
Love Suit Made. 


Forty Thousand Dollars is 
Approximate Figure. 


No Appeal by Actor from 
Verdict of Jury. 


The broken heart of pretty Roma 
Raymond, the little Polish girl with 
the large eyes who recently won 4 
$50,000 logt-love suit in the local 
courts from Earle Rafael Williams, 
film star, was made whole again yes- 
terday when she received a generous 
roll of greenbacks from Mr. Wil- 
liams’s attorneys as payment in full 
for the humiliation and disappoint- 
ment ashe has suffered. 

Though the attorneys represent-

While on 
the witness stand she once cried out 
hysterically:

NO INFECTIOUS. DISEASE.- 


Last Charge Against Norwalk Refuted; 
Rogers Denies Intimidation. 


Positive declaration that none of 
the thirty-five patients of the Nor- 
walk State Hospital, classified as vic- 
tims in the tertiary stages.of a dan- 
gerous discase, were in an inféctious 
state, and therefore were and are 
not a menace to other patients, was 
made at the late afternoon session 
of yesterday's investigation into the 
conditions and conduct of that insti- 
tution by the State Board of Chari- 
was Dr. George G. Hunter of Los 
Angeles, engaged by the board as an 
expert. Other experts testified that 
the charges of improper segregation 
and faulty sanitation were ground- 
less. | 

Dr. Hunter stated from the wit- 
ness stand that he examined the - 
retics at the institution, and that 
the persons who showed any evi- 
dences of having sores on their 
bodies, were diagnosed by him as 
suffering from ordinary pus-form- 
ing infections, inflicted, in -most 
cases by the scratching of the pa- 
tients themselves. The disease, Dr. 
Hunter explained, is infectious and 
contagious in the second stages of 
4ts course, but never in the third. 
*“Paresis almost never comes until 
after the third stage is reached,” he 
added. 

INTIMIDATION CHARGED. 

Dr. H. G. Brainerd, vice-president 
of the board of trustees of the Nor- 
walk State Hospital and one of the 
foremost men of his profession in 
mental disorders, took the stand in 
defense ' of the hospital last night, 
reviewed exhaustively the hospital's 
history and unqualifiedly praised its 
conduct. Of Chandler Sprague, the 
complaining witness, he declared his 
belief that the Lambert treatment, 
which Sprague underwent the first 
two days of his stay in the hospital, 
impaired his eyesight and caused a 
sort of mild delirium, such being 
the well-known effects of the drugs 
used in that treatment.

YOUTH’S FLYER 
IS A FLIVVER. 


Unusual Explanation is Made 
_ by Mexican Held Here.- 


Would Recoup Firm for Loss 
by Speculation, He Says. 


However, Villa Intervened 
and His Arrest Followed. 


An investigation yesterday, of the 
charges against Aniceto Ortega, the 
young Mexican, held at the County 
Jail for extradition to his home- 
land on the charge of embezzlement, 
on the orders. of Atty.-Gen. Pal- 
mer, indicate that the case is one 
involving a shortage in a commer- 
cial account. 

According to the statements made 
yesterday by Ortega, to a special 
agent of the Department of Justice, 
He was employed in 1916, Dy the 
firm of Trashloseros Bros., in the 
City of Mexico, as a buyer, and in 
the course of his business went to 
San Antonio, where he purchased a 
large amount of goods gn account of 
his employers. The shipments 
} were made to the City of Mexico, but 
on account of conditions in thé re- 
public, much of the stuff was cap- 
tured by the Villa bandits and con- 
fiecated. 

The loss to his firm was heavy, 
and hé then took a fiyer in buying 
up several thousahd dollars’ worth 
of shges, if possible, he says, to 
recoup their losses. Rut they were 
also captured by the Mexican 
thieves. It is alleged in the pa- 
pers in the case that Ortega is short 
$2617 in his accounts, this being in 
Mexican money. 

Ortega states, Federal officials 
say, that after he found that he was 
in a financial mess, he communi- 
cated with his father, who is a 
well-to-do rancher in the vicinity 
of the City of Mexico, by whom he 
was advised to come to the United 
States, and remain five yéars, so that 
he might bécome an American citi- 
zen, hie father agreeing to make up 
the shortage, which Ortega under- 
stands has been done. He has been 
in Los Angeles more than four 
years, and ie awaiting the time 
when he can file his petition to be- 
come an American citizen. 

There is no 
case except that furnished by the 
statement of Ortega himself, who Is 
a bright young Mexican boy. about 
19 years of age.

Is NOW FINAL. 


Company that Carried Case to 
Supreme Court Gets Nine 
Dollars Extra. 


Word that the United 
States Supreme Court has de- 
cided that the government 
must pay $176.50 to the Oc- 
cidental Construction Com- 
pany for the death of a mule 
belonging to the corperation, 
one of a hundred leased by an 
cficer of the Interior Depart- 
ment for work on an Indian 
reservation in Arizona, was 
received here yesterday. 


The case has been running 
the gamut of the Federal 
courts’ for trmore than three 
years. It was first decided by 
United States District Judzge 
Trippet, damages of $167.50 
being awarded. An appeal 
was taken by the company to 
the United States Circuit 
Court. There the judgment of 
Judge Trippet was affirmed, 
and another appeal followed 
to the court of last resort by 
the certiorari route. In addi- 
tion to the judgment for the 
mule, the company, by the 
highest court's decision, se- 
cures an additional judgment 
covering minor costs in the 
care of the animals.

tions. @ the covenant of the League of Na- 
tions which he suggests in a communica- 
tion to Wil! Hays, chairman cf the Répub- 
lican’ National Committee, may serve to 
placate enough membors of the Senate to 
assure an early ratification of the peace 
treaty. Mr. Taft’s correrpondence with Mr. 

Hays, while intended es confidential, has 

been made public at Washington, presum- 

ably by some of the emb&@tered antagonists 
of the League of Nations who seek to nul- 

lify its effect. ° 

It is perhaps unfortunate that the corre- 
spondence should have been published at 
this time. For it contains criticisms of the 
course purstted by President Wilson which 
are undeniably true, but which Mr. Taft 
has never made in his public addresses for 
the evident reason that they might create 
inharmony among the edvocates of the 
league. Mr. Taft has never been unmind- 
ful of the high position which he has oc- 
cupied in the government anid in all his 
public utterances he has avoided aught that 
savored of personal or partisan criticism. 
The Timés does not doubt that Mr. Taft 
sincerely regrets that his private opinions, 
expressed in confidencs to one whose co- 
operation he sought in obtaining a ratifi- 
cation of the peace treaty, should have re- 
ceived public exploitation. 

In his communication to Mr. Hays he 
warned that it. would be best that the au- 

_ thorship of the six reservations should not 
be made public—not because he did fot 
eare to sponsor them publicly, but because 
he feared that the connection of his name 
with them might awaken partisan opposi- 
tion. Never has the b‘g heart and the 
personal disinterestetiness of Mr. Taft been 
more clearly revealed. He placed patriot- 
ism and the public interest before all per- 
sonal advantage. He believes that the in- 
terpretations might make possible an early 
ratification of the treaty; and he was will- 
ing that the world shouvld know nothing of 
the authorship, provided they were adopted. 
Hig position was that cf the soldier who 
fights in the smoke of battle, where his 
personal exploits will never be known, car- 
ing not to whom the glory of the victory 
should be attached, provided cnly that the 
victory be won. Had President Wilson 
been content to play a similar part the 
peace treaty, including the League of Na- 
tions covenant, would now be in effect. 
The centrast in the attitude of Mr. Taft 
and Mr. Wilson toward! the League of Na- 
tions brings unconsciousiy to mind that of 
the real mother and the pretender in the 
Judgment of Solomon. 

Mr. Taft tells Mr. Hars: “TI am strongly 
in favor of ratifying the treaty as it is. 
Were I in the Senate I should not hesitate 
to vote for it, but the situation may require 
cencession to secure ratification, and I sug- 
gest what I have alrvady sent to you as 
something that will secure a useful League 
of Nations, which may be improved and 
which at the same time may satisfy the 
genuine objections cf the Republican 
friends of the league in the Senate.” 

Three of the reservations which Mr. Taft 
prepared are of prime interest. He sug- 
gests an interpretation setting forth more 
clearly that the United States will not per- 
mit the Monroe Doctrine to come within 
the scope of the League of Nations. He 
would make the stipulation that questions 
regarding immigration, the tariff and other 
domestic matters shall not be left to the 
league for settlement. He suggests the 
further stipulation that the United States 
reserves the right to withdraw uncondition- 

“ally from the league at the expiration of 
ten years or at least to terminate then its 
obligations under Article X to send its 
troops to settle international disputes. in 
the Bastern Hemisphere. There is a fourth 
minor reservation thet this country re- 
serves the right to withdraw uncondition- 
ally on giving two years’ notice. 

Mr. Taft explains t@Mr. Hays that he 
favors the ratification cf the league cove- 
nant without these rese:vations because a 
part of them are implied in the treaty and, 
further, because the covenant of the league 
is subject to future amendment. He does 
not expect perfection in the first attempt. 

' Probably the most important part of the 
correspondence, however, is that which dis- 
closes that the President lacks at least 
nineteen votes of the necessary two-thirds 
majority to secure a ratification of the 
treaty without interpretation or . amend- 
ment. His arrogant attitude toward the 
legislative branch of the government has 
given birth to enmities which his logic 
cannot now destroy. Had the President 
possessed the spirit of Mr. Taft to do a 
big thing in a big way, to make personal 
renunciations for the public good, the Sen- 
ate situation would be different. But the 
President and the country must now make 
the best of the situation as it exists. Not. 
even the President his power over the 
past. 
compromise that will devitalize the league 
covenant, or any’ part of it. The Times 
fully agrees with ex-President Taft that any 
eaptious opposition will react on the Re- 
publican party; that a few narrow parti- 
sans in the Senate may bring the party in 
such disrepute that victory in next year’s 
national élections will be impossible.

CHING THE FISH TRUST. 
A situation that contained the elements 
| of a serious) menace to the best interests 
of a great industry has been cleared away, 
at least for the present, by the calling off, 
of State Market J irector Harris Wein- 
stock’s plan to bring_avout a combination of 
fresh-fish interests of the Los Angeles dis- 
trict. This combiné would have eliminated 
open competition, have made the fishermen 
absolute arbiters in the fixing of prices 
in advance of the catch and have 
compelled the dealer to bond himself to 
buy an unknown amount of goods at an 
unknown price or else get out of business. 

The entiré programme was last week on 
the verge of consummation, According to 
statements made by Mr. Weinstock's rep- 
resentative, State Deputy John Q. Roscoe, 
in charge of the State Fish Exchange in 
this city. Two conterences of fishermen 
with wholesalers and retailers had been 
conducted by Mr. Weinstock end Mr. Ros- 
coe. It was officially announced that only 
details of contracts to bind fishermen and 
merchants remained to be fixed at a third 
meeting. 

However, the scheme withered away 
within three days in the ‘ight of publicity. 
It was then announced that the whole pro- 
gramme was merely tentetive;: that details 
had not really been fixed and because the 
fishermen were busy with the tuna run 
nothing more would be done toward per- 
.fecting the combine until next October. 

Therefore the present cessation of or- 
ganization efforts is only a truce and if 
the Fish Exchange is as good as its word 
the scheme will be put forward again in the 
same or altered guise. The Retail Butch- 
ers’ Association of Southern California is 
waiting to combine forces with fish whole- 
salers who refuse to be coerced and scotch 
any effort at any time to force this latest 
Weinstock idea on a large and essential 
industry. 

In his own statement of purposes in con- 
nection with the postponed programme Mr. 
Weinstock recently dwelt at length on bene- 
fits that would follow the establishment of 
a municipal cold-storage warehouse for 
fresh fish. There can be no argument on 
that score. Such a warehouse would meet 
some compelling problems in the fish in- 
dustry. 

But that plan has only an incidental and 
collateral bearing on Mr Weinstock’'s cen- 
tral idea. The fact is, the proposed com- 
petition-throttling combire is necessary nei- 
ther for the establishing of a cold-storage 
plant—it is proposed to have that done by 
the Harbor Commission—nor for !ts overa- 
tion. To mention it in connection with a 
scheme to have all fishermen deal through 
a single individual with wholesalers who 
bave underwritten the catch in advance at

| and operated by Japanese. 


whim and not his legitimate needs—to 
mention the warehouse at all in such a con- 
nection is simply talking beside the point. 

The plain fact is that some 1600 of the 
2000 fishing boats In the local fleet, accord- 
ing to Fish Exchange figures, are owned 
Whenever the 
price offered for fish coes not suit these 
men they tie up their boats and go to work 
in the bean fields. 

Under Mr. Weinstock’s lately-postponed 
plan to fix the price in advance of the 


catch the fisherman would- get the profit 


eupidity dictates, or he woul not ply his 
trade. The State law gives the Fish Ex- 
change the power to regulate prices, but 
not to compel the fisherman to cast his net. 

Mr. Weinstock says there is no hour 
when it is practicable to fix a fair price for 
the fish coming in that day, and it is not 
possible to wait until tbe day’s catch is all 
landed; as by evening many fish brought to 


shore in the morning will have gone from 


wholesaler to retailer and even to the con- 
sumer. He declares dealers are now forced 
to buy at a “high morning price” from boats 
that get in early and make the public pay 
the “high morning price” to supply that 
day’s needs. Then, he says, fishermen 


whose boats get in late, when the day’s de- 
mand has been supplied, are forced to sell. 


to fertilizer plants at ruinous prices. 


It would seem that, With a public cold- 
storage warehouse in operation, the late 
fisherman might easily bide his time and 
break the “high morning price” next day 
to his own and the public's profit. 

But there is no provision in the State Fish 
Exchange programme for ca'ling off ad- 
vance price-fixing, even it public. cold Stor- 
age becomes a reality. 

It is only another of those Weinstock 
plans now becoming familiar to the people 
of this State. It bears the earmarks that 
have made other activities of the State

‘pidity do not hold sway. But New 
| York would hold up its hands in 
‘horror and shut the doors of the 
Metropolitan tight against me if I 
were to appear in comic opera 
there. The thought that flexibility 
is the surest proof of real art has 
not yet dawned on New York.” 

Which is the reason Miss Teyte 
will not sing the role of Lady Mary 
in Messager’s “Monsieur Beaucaire,” 
at Princess Theater, when the piece 
goes on in New York this fall. 

Incidentally, Miss: Teyte paid «a 
ee ee to a singer who is now 
in the West, appearing in pictures, 
‘namely Peggy Wood, appearing op- 
posite Will Rogers for Goldwyn. 

“There is one woman in America 
who can sing Lady Mary in “Mon- 
Sieur Beaucatre’ adequately,” she 
sald.

Two are Charged with Looting 
Artesia National Bank. 


Man’s Ready to Admit Guilt to 
Save Woman, ’Tis Said. 


Others in on “the Job” 
Known, Officers Say. 


Trial of Lewis B. Harris, on the 
charge of blowing up the vault in 
the First National Bank of Artesia,” 
in the general store of Scott & 


and Superior Judge Taft today in 
Department Eighteen. 

Jointly charged with Harris, is 
Mrs. Frances Kennedy, allas Mrs. 
Germaine, who has been an asso- 
Clate of Harris for several years, 


‘lit ts said, and who was captured with 


him in Denver, Colo., April 25, last. 
The woman was for a time con- 
nected with the Sells-Floto Circus, 
but about the time she took up with 
Harris, was known as a manicurist, 
it is said. 

The real name of Warts is sup- 
posed to be Ben Salkin, but he has 
been known as Edward Samuels, 
Lewis Davis, L. B. Harris and a va- 
riety of other names, it is said. 

According to Postoffice Inspector 
Cookson, who collected the testi- 
mony from a vanety of sources, 
Harris is an ex-convict who has 
served a terin in Sing Sing. In June, 
1918, he was arrested in Baltimore, 
Md. on the charge of, burglary and 
made his escape, following his sen- 
tence to the Maryland penitentiary. 
Mr. Cookson says he is about 32 
years of age. 

Although Harris and the Kennedy 
woman were caught in Denver, just 
month after the Artesia job, it is 
knowrr that there were at least two 
others, in the operation, but they 


though their identity is known. 
Harris admits that hé was in Ar- 
tesia the night of the robbery, and 
is anxious to assume the burden Bf 
the guilt of both, it is said, agree- 
ing to plead guilty on condition that 
his companion be allowed to go free. 

WAS CLEVER JOB... 


The Artesia bank steal was one 
of the cleverest jobs ever pulled off 
in Los Angeles county, and the to- 
tal amount of loot is in the neigh- 
borhood of $21,000. Of this total 
sum the greater part, or about $20,- 
000, consisted of Liberty Bonds of 
the first, second, third and fourth 
issues, deposited for safe keeping 
with the bank. The most of these 
bonds were unregistered and the 
loss is a total one, so far as the 
former owners are concerned. In 
addition there was $804.72 worth of 
postage stamps, that were recov- 
ered at Denver, $42.60 postoffice 


-tfunds and $49.06 in War Savings and 


Thrift Stamps. 

The party made a clean get-away
